I am very much troubled that, while back home our Hungarian 
brothers regardless of religion are being interned, the majority 
of emigrated Hungariaha are hampered from concentrating, day and 
night, all their power to liberate our country of inner-political 
fights, I must reveal my view point violently because I cannot 
stand to see what happens within the National Council in connection 
with Neo-Nazianio It was God's will that I succeeded in escaping 
to a free country whereupon I reported immediately to the chief of 
the National Council, Bela VARGA, I told him and some other friends 
who are also members of the National Council, that I will fight 
as a common soldier together with all honest Hungarians for the 
liberation of our native country from the Bolshevist terror, Y 
condemn all fights among brothers in emigration and it is my 
opinion that all Hungarians must cooperate in the free countries 
in order to liberate our country from Bolshevism so that neither 
Nazis nor Bolshevists can endanger the liberty of Hungary anymore* 

I deeply regret that different opinions arose withi.n the National 
Council which do not decrease but become more severe. When I 
first realized that, I visited several official personalities and 
told them to stop the fight among brothers and establish a real 
democratic national unity in emigration, because I am convinced 
that Hungary*^s future can only be secured through national unity 
and people’s rightSc So far I have been silent because I intended 
to quiet the mood of the opposing elements and thereby serve the 
way to unityo. Therefore, I did not accept the offer of two large 
American and three large British newspapers which meant consider'' 
able financial adv-antages for me,. Tliey offered me the opportunity 
to write about the fate of the Jews during the last genera tion., 

I could have easily accomplished this .v^ork because back home I 
played a prominent part in my Jewish community and so I do now in 
the free country.. If I would have revealed the truth to the 
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public in newspapers, I would have stated all the tremendous 

illegal acts of racial hatred performed against the Hungarian 

Jewsc .But the publication would not have been advantageous for 

our native country* for the peace of the souls and the emigration 

policyo I believed then that not only I* who suffered personally 

because of my Jewish descent* but also that the former persecutor's 

and their assistants are of the same opinion^ I thought that the 

former Nazi oriminala would not repeat their previous ci’uelties 'i 

and not re*.< establish Nazi totalitarianism and anti-Semitism., But 

i learned that these people who ruined our country, the 

former nyilas leaders, their sponsors and friends, raise their 

voices again and are given aid and sympathy by prominent person-’ J 

all tie 06 Even though I know about many plans of these former Nazis, 

because they talked about it in the new organization* l do not 

want to reveal them yet to' the National Council or tt> the public 

because most of these plans are well knowm Only those peop»le who 

do not know about it or who do not want to know about it accept 

theme Anti- semi ti am is committed also by those circles in emlgra'» 

tion to Whom we should react more violently in contrast to those 
people who only follow stupid Nazism^- I was very displeased when 
I read, some months ago, the article of Antal RADTAHS23Cr in the 
’%ungaxia^ newspaper, titled ’^Question of Jews, question of Hungary^^:- 
'ihls article is full of falsifications under the cover of being 
objective, which instigate against the Hungarian Jews and fina,Ily 
accuse, even though under cover they are obvious, the Jews for 
being Hungarian traitorso When this article was issued I wrote 
a memorandimi to the Executive Committee of the National Council 
stating the following among other itemsg ”We never doubted that 
many helped the Jews during their hardest time, I, myself, 
opposed on 3 October 1946 at the Parliament the statement of 
Hungarian Communists that the Hungarian Catholic priests did 
nothing to save the Jewso Because I* myself, survived the end ' 

of the war by hiding in a Franziskanor monastery in Mohacso However* 

I did not boast that I, ao a Jewish leader, supported many ^ 

Hungarians by passing the screening committees after they returned 
from the Vfestern countries,. On account of my statements, several 
people Who were accused at the People Court, wore relieved from 
churges,-. Fof that reason I have been attacked several tiiaes by 
the Communisto,, Disregarding religion, I helped the honest people 
whei'6 ever I could and I am in possession of letters by Catholic 
priests thanking me for ny support-,, But these are not merits, 
da tdes oniyc X was not the only one who had dona this; every 
patriotic Jew acted equally,, Therefore, I consider the b.lam,iz3g 
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of the article writer as being unjustified because he blames all 
Hungarian Jewso ihe writer knows just as well as i that the per'- 
secution of the Hungarian Jews started already in 1919, increasing 
and decreasing from time to time® (Kecskemed, Orgovany, Siofok, 
bomb attack at the Dohany Street), Ihe persecution did not atop 
before 1945 and how under the Bolsheirist terror all honest Hungarians 
no matter of what religion, are also persecuted^ (Some other 
statements of the article writer are also wrong but I do not want 
to go into more details). It started with the n'umerous clauses 
which Count Albert APPONTI also opposed but without success, 'Ihis 
numerous clauses (Law), preventing all young Jews from studies, 
was valid until 1945, the end of the war, Hilg law was not even 
dismissed by Minister BEIHLENo But I am asking RADTAMSZKT how 
many Jews- were accepted into public services during EETHIEN’s regime? 
Therefore, the Jewish youth, eliminated from universities and 
public services, had to make their living in free professionso 
However, the Christian' youth could also have chosen those professions 
But being honest about, at this time the youth of the middle class 
considered it discrediting to be behind the counter and now we are 
blamed by RADVAIESZKr that we occupied everythlngo It is true that 
Jews from G-alicia came to Hungary, but they were not many and they 
were accepted by those governments where no Jewish ministers or 
state secretaries wore in position^ But however, in 1940 ten 
thousands of these Jews, "who did not possess citizenship papers, 
were transported back to Galicia during the hardest winter time 
facing the sure death there because the Germans were in the areao 
Then came IJJVIDEK in 1941c Since 1940 all Jews under sixty years 
of age were interned in labor camps, Jews who formerly. served as 
Hungarian soldiers <, Later on all J ews under 48 years of age were 
called in and this continued until the end of the war when Hungary 
entered the war against Russia^ Ten thousands of Jews were brans'-’ 
ported then to the front line and according to orders by the War 
Ministry they should not return nliv©p Approximately 60,000 Jews 
were killed, not by -the enemy’ but 'by sadistic company leaders who 
let them starve, freeze and murdered theiUo Moat of the Jews could 
hardly await their death but even death was not easily granted to 
theme They should suffer firsts i ’ In connetstion with these affairs 
.1 will mention one case which is well known to raso On 30 May 1942 
three Jewish labor companies were brought to the Dorn of Saekszard,- 
Among these coiapanies was my brother r, From 7S0 persons only 15 
returnedo All others were bestial.ly murderedc: These crimes can 

on3.y then be realized when we consider that BE1HI.JIK a't that time 
had ordered tha arrest of the three company leadars and their assist ■ 
antso They were released by the Gerraan troops., who occupied Hungary 
on 19 May 1944... Since 'the end o;f the war three of the assista.uts 
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were apprehended, each of them had murdered 50 to 60 iTewso And 
it certainly was right to hang them» All other murderers were 
successful in escaping to the West, and they probably hide now 
somewhere in the Western coimtries, or succeeded in immigrating 
ovorseaso According to official statistics of the War Ministry 
dated February 1947, 265^ of the people killed in war actions were 
Jewso This figure does not include the number of Jews being de« 
ported to- Ghettos and Concentration CempSo During the greatest 
heat wave, 65 to 70 Hungarian lews were crowded in a cattle oar 
after they were tortured before, and searched for propartyo They 
were beaten over their heads with clubs, needles were stuck under 
their finger nails and they were tortured with electricity or other 
raethodso My wife’s arm still shows that it was broken twice before 
she got into the railroad cars Insane people, pregnant women and 
very ill persona were pressed all together in on© car and taken 
to the death campso 500,000 Hungarian Jews, adults and children, 
were killed during the executions on the Danube river bank or other 
persecutions and bestialltleso 90^ of the Jews in the country 
were extirpated, 505^ of the Jews residing in Budapest and three 
out of every four Hungarian Jews, were executed^ And we, the ones 
Who returned safely, found everything robbed, our churches destroyed 
and dishonored and our Tora torn up. However, we reoelved now 
Toras by the AmericonSo Nevertheless, the writer of the article 
in. the ’’Hungoria’* blames ua to be responsible for several things, 
ioCo there were many Jews who betrayed their religiono But until 
1940 there was not one Jew who betrayed his native country<, on 
the contrary the former Jewish top government functionaries fought 
for Hungary also during the period of perseoutlono Ihey never 
blamed the Hungarian people for the persecutions but only their 
gangster leadersc However, the writer of the article accuses 
us of what Hungarian Jews have done formerly^ According to 
RADVANSZZT’s stateraont there were many Jewa among the leaders of 
1919 revolution and the present regimOo I can only reply to him 
that' we honest Hungarian Jewa do never consider them as Jews and 
they, themselves, deny their Jewish descent.. We Jews cannot be 
blamed for their attitude as the Catholic Cnureh cannot be blamed 
for SZAKASITS being a Catholic and the Protestant Church for 
LlAROSAN being a Protestanto With my memorandtini, I will also draw 
the attention of the Executive Committee to the danger arising 
of RADVANSZKY •’ s article or similar articles which would encourage 
other anti« Semitist writers to analyse further the Jewish questioiu 
This danger has existed si.nce RADVANSZM''s article re>--’Op 0 ned 
wounds among the Jews w,hic,li have hardly healed yot,, It is the 
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duty of til© Executive Committee to atop tills procedure, because it 
would barm our native country r a tiler tben bring about a vanlsiiing 
of the question, ihe Executive 6ammltteo could atop this procedure 
with a courageous but decisive gesture,, but already started it can 
hardly be held within its frames. There was not one Hungarian 
Jewish leader in emigration who accused the Christians of being 
responsible for all bestialities committed against the Hungarians 
Jews and the mass murdering, Ihe leaders of the Jews in emigration 
remained quiet for patriotic reasons €uad have not accused the others 
in front of the world public. We, therefore, may expect that non© 
of the important Christian Hungarian refugees will bring up again 
such unnecessary , ihdiaereet and even damaging question which re-^ 
opens the hardly healed wCtinds, and accuse the one third surviving 
Jews in front of the mass graves of the two thirds extirpated Jews, 
Thay cannot blame all Jews because of a few bad ones. So, back 
home at the end of the war, despite the heavy loss of blood and 
injuries to the Jews, I GJti0se the way of satisfying the soul. My 
parliament speeches and other speeches attest to my attitude. On 
the same principles I lof t my beloved native counta?y and i am 
continuing here where I stopped back home. It cannot be allowed 
that RADVANSZKT’s article or other similar writings ruin the 
results Which have been achieved so far, I intend to cooperate 
in ©migration with all honest Hungarians in order to liberate 
our poor country which is currently under slavery, 1 cannot be 
influenced by either the right or the loft wing; neither from 
extreme Jewish elements nor from eitrome Christian elements. But 
ns the highest civlUcui representative of my church in the free 
world I cannot allow those activities and insultings, i requested 
the Executive Committee to reveal their standpoint regarding this 
article and to publicise their stondpointo President Bela VARCA 
informed mo that he would not present my memorandum to the 
Executive Committee probably because ho did not want to render 
more severe opposition within the Executive Committee, He ddvised 
me to write an article • about the whole matter and he would attach 
a commentary. However, I have not done it since several friends 
of the committe.e advised me not to render a more severe situation 
as in the near future the democj’atic spirit will be victorious 
among the emigrated politicians and such a case vdll not be repeated. 
Another reason why I did hot write the article was boonusa i did 
not want to give the Bolshevist propaganda a chance to use the 
article for discrediting the Hungarian ajnig.rahtSo I tried to quiet; 
the Jawish leaders living iii foreign 'countries, 1 have taken over 
the responsibility that the National Council is not supporting 
antl-semitiam or Nazism and in case we notice such Inciinatione we 
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in /Aaerican circles in Paris and one of liis best friends is -a 
I.n- , Taylor one time controller of American credits in the 
Hungarian National Bankj and allegedly on the commiittee for 
United Europe. 

SUBJECT is chief correspondent of, and owns a con- 
trolling interest in the Hungarian DP newspaper Hunaari a v.hich 
is printed and published in , the Hungarian language, in Bad 
i.oerishof en, near Llunich, Germany. 

Alt',.ough SUBJECT ostensibly visits Sf. Gilgen each 
year for his scuamer v..c..tion, it is well known that he spends 
..'Oat of .;:.is time contacting old ‘;'ung.:.rian friends und polit- 
ical leaders, for discussion, of political r.ic.tters pertaining 
to the different Ilundh-rian DP move:.-.ients , a.nc. the Hungarian 
Na.tional Counci.l, an organisation to which SUBJECT is allegedly 
opposed.

‘SUBJECT further 
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stated that he h.-d heard frora his friend Dr. Lazio TOTK, that 
Oedoen ANTLj fonaer meiaber of the Hungarian Parliaiaent, cur- 
rently a representative of the Hungarian Jewish refugees, re- 
cently issued a .pamphlet in vvhich SUBJECT was accused of being 
anti-Jewish and neo-Nazi. 



SUBJECT further stated that he was not worried about 
ANTL’s accusations, but he -was iaost concerned that a Hungarian 
politician like Istvan BARANKOVICS was supporting such an in- 
dictment. ( Agent ‘ 3 Note : BARANKOVICS is the Austrian repre- 

sentative of the Hungarian National Council.) 

BA3IANKOVICS, together with Ferenc NAGY, a member of 
the Executive Committee of the Hungarian National Cornell in 
the US, denounced SUBJECT because of an article, v/rltten by 
him and published in the Hungaria on 3 November 1950. This 
article concerned Hungarian-Jewish relations. ( Agent's Note : 
Reference is made to Exhibit "I'% attached to the original of 
this I'eportj, which is a reproduction of the article^) 

SUBJECT then claimed that t.he foregoing accusations 
had been cleared by the US .Military Authorities in Germany, 
and that the Office of tlie United States High Commissioner to 
Germany, he,d proved such impeachment a,gainst SUBJECT -and the 
.H ungari a^ to be false. At the same time the Chairman of the 
US s^jonsored Free Europe Comraittee had told SUBJECT that he 
agreed with all points in the aforementioned article. 



SUIBJECT stated that the raewspaper Hung aria , on his 
inseructions , sponsored the Prisoner of Par service of the 
Magyar Karcosok 3a j tarsi Koezoessege ('^omrades.j.ip Federation 
of IJmgarian V.'arriors ) .> T.t.is 3.m:’vice planned to bring to the 
attention o.t the 'Free t'orld the brutalities imposed on the 
Hungarian. Pi's by the Soviets .. As part of the aforementioned plan,,

During the conversation the name of Tibor SCKHARDT, member 
of the Executive Commiittee of tne Hungarian National Oouncxx^ 
was memtioned. SUBJEGT. v/as asked for his opinion of the campEiign 
being fought against EGini'iRDT by other members of the Hungarian. 
National Gouncil, to which SUBJECT made the following reply: 

The Hungarian National Coun.cil is sponsored by the 
Free EuroT;e Committee , \.hich in turn is financed by the US 
State Department » Tibor ECIUiARDT is the \/ar Llember of the 
Executive Committee of the Hungarian National Councils 
ECKHARDT had a personal altercation with Kaliaan SAIATA, a mem- 
'ber of the Hungarian National Cocmcil and a close friend of 
Ferenc NAGY. NAGY at that time was favored by the US State 
Department. Ahen ECKKARDT joined the MHBK in the summer of 
1950, SALATA and NAGY openly joined forces in an attempt to 
discredit the action of ECICHARDT. SALATA and NAGY asked 
SZABO, also a member of the Hungarian National Council^ to pub- 
licly prepare specific cnarges against ECIQlAi?DT.. The evidence ' 
to back these charges was collected in. the United States by NAGY 
and SALATA j and in Europe by .'B.iRA'NKOyiCS - Evidence v/as col- 
lected which allegedly proved that a few leaders of the MHBK" 
had been Nazi collaborators during '..''orld V>'ar II . In the mem.o* 
randum that vvas rirejjared, ECKIL'iRDT was- accused of being a 
member of an organization whose leaders v/ere former Nazis 
therefore,, he was supporting the neo-Nazi cause,. ECKHARDT re- 
taliated by j) 0 -bl.icizing the pro-Coiamunist 3 _ttitude of his ac- 
cusors .. 



In the meantime , NAGY losw -a number of his connections 
.and much help from the US State DeT)artment j whereas ECKHARDT ''' s 
influence grew because ox his e.x'.cellent connections with the 
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US Par Departments SUBJECT tlien stated that LCEHARDT vrould win 
this battle since most of the members of tlie US State Department, 
v/ho had supported the left wing of the Kunparian National Coun- 
cil, had lost their controls SUBJECT then claimed that he was 
worried for just at this tiiiie when things could be settled, 
EARANKOVICS is going to the United States vvhere he will at- 
tempt to start new trouble so that he might .take over the leader- 
ship of the Executive Co:nmittee of the Hungarian National Couccil 
SUBJECT stated, as his opinion^^ that Bela VARGA, the present 
leader, is not strong enough to hold this position^ 




Further in the conversation the newspaper Hunna r i a ^^as cLxs- 
cuased and the question arose as to SUBJECT'S r e laj^^sliip with 
that paper and, as to who were the Austrian correspondents for 
that paper „ To these guestions SUBJECT voluntarily anst/ered:

of the -Jewish churches in Debreczen, Szeged and Miskolc who also 
read this article and who adopted the same standpoint i did., 

There are also six Hiingarian Jewish rabbis in the free world, among 
them the former chief rabbi of Budapest^ Approximately 200,000 
former Hungarian Jews live in Palestine who dll mourn for their 
relatlveSo They also are interested on the Te*^eatablishing of 
Nazism and anti^-semltismo I expected that our leading politicians 
would fight this danger and therefore, I adopted a standpoint of 
waiting, kept silent and ordered others to keep quiet, oven though 
the so-^'-called right totalitarian side issued newspaper articles 
wMoh were most damagings These articles, for instance the Easter 
article of the Hungaria newspaper, have announced the totalitarian 
spirit in the most infamous wayo The aforementioned Easter article 
calls the American and all big democratic government leaders Judas, 
and between the lines you could read that from all these person- 
alities Hitler was the saviour « These articles indicated that 
same spirit as the ones already issued in the IQSO’s, which 
finally turned our country over to Nazism^ ihese damaging appear- ’ 
anees which must be condemned for political, legal and moral 
reasons have not been realized by the National Council and the 
idtter has not taken a standpoint against it, even though it is not 
only a violation of the moral rights but an insult to the good 
reputation of our nation and would prevent the repetition of old 
sinst, While I silently waited for a clarification of the situation 
I ;was informed by various official and partially confidential 
spuroes that the spirit of Nazism is being re‘-awakened among 
emigrated Hungarians and is even carried into the National Council o 
I iwas not surprised about the result of the procedure against 
Tjbor B CKHAB I^Tii but surprised that some individuals bring’ up again 
sobe legal controversial questions instead of realizing the immedx- 
ate danger of Nazism within the Hungarian military organizations 
iri emigration and' to .eliminate this dangerc 

Ifi we are so far already, I can only regret that my memorandxim 
concerning the article in the Hungaria newspaper was disregarded 
by the Executive Committee of the National Council that time, because 
then the responsible politicians could have possibly stopped any 
further actlvitieso The ooourence.s will lead to a new ’''Orgovany'^, 
toj new special troops and to such a state set-up which holds mass 
murdering on the Danube River bank and other bestialities which 
will lead our country to a new Peace TreatTyo Therefore, this 
ac^tivlty must be opposed on time by any Hungarian who loves his 
country and I must raise niy voice against this danger as a politician 
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who is responsible for his native country . and as a person who 
was tortured by the Fascists and whose family was 95^ extirpated 
and finally as the Vice President of the Hungarian Jews living 
in amigrationo Because I am the person holding the last two 
aforementioned positions I do not d^and revenge^ but a decent 
person will understand that I am unable to forget the previous 
beietiallties and that I cannot quietly observe and assist those 
I>e;rsone who created the bestialities that time,, I cannot trust 
those military loaders^ a part of the MoHoBoK. leaders who 
participated in the spreading out of the S2 jALASI putsch and i con^ 
not stand to see how the spirit is being re-established which 
formerly turned from slogans to the murdering of women, children 
and old people o Further I cannot tolerate that the President of 
th'e War Department within the Hungarian Natloned Council by joining 
the MoHoBoK^j accepts this organization and calls the former Nazi 
criminals now heroes, Ih-erefore, I accept the decision of board 
handling incpmpatibilitieso I am not interested in legal arguments 
because the lawyers will always act pro or contrao Some of these 
leigal argxtments were written in such insulting manner which they 
could never have expressed in front of a parliament in a democratic 
state without being called down for it. Besides of evidences 
revealed through the board handling incompatibilities, I am in 
po|3session of even more incriminating material which I intend to 
publish when necessary. It is not my goal at the present time to 
collect incriminating material but to speed up a purging procedure^ 

' beOause I still hope that the entire matter can be solved without 
creating a public scandal, I am hoping this particularly because 
I realize that the Nazist ideology and tendencies do not exist 
amlong the masses of members but only among their leaders and the 
spirit within the organization. Most of the uhnamed M,HoB,Ko 
members do not Icnow that their unselfish patriotism is being 
misusedo. IJherefore, I am convinced it is necessary to maintain a 
military Hungarian organization in emigration with Hungarian 
spirit. But this organization must be headed by leaders Who are 
pOmranently checked and the organization must be able to maintain 
trie spirit of the courageous Hungarian soldier. It is obscure 
that the decision of the board handling imeompatib ill ties against 
Tlbor ECKHARDT is being criticized by some individuals. It is 
even more obscure because to date I have not been Informed about 
one Single argument or px'oof which can refute the evidence revealed 
trirough the board' handling Imcompatibllities, Sinc.e the evidence 
cannot be refuted the opponents of this decision are ixroceoding 
nd’.v on the crooked way of lawyers and are avoiding the main 
aocusatioD,, But it is irai)ossible to annul the legal arguiaents, for 
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instance, SZIKAY Andras* statement representing tbe M,HoB,Kc and 
Andras ZAKO whicb indicates that tbe M,H,B,Ko does not only 
accept into its organization former "Pfeilkreuzler” but also tbose 
Hungarians wbo still announce "PfeiUcreuzler’s" tendencies today, 
Further, it oeumot Ignore tbe statement of Arthur DOBOZY who is an 
eager helper of the Hungarians in emigration absolutely above 
party line. He is the secretary of the Amerioan«Hungarian relief 
organization and in this capacity he was on a European tour in 
summer of 1950 to visit the DP camps and to negotiate with all 
organisations who handle the affairs of emigrated Hux^garlansn 
His statement is as followss ”The M.H,B<.Kb claims not to be a 
political organization® But actually the leaders of the MoH,B,K* 
are politically active, They consider themselves the legal 
successors of the Hungarifiin Army end the individual members have 
no influence whatsoever on the leadership since the leadership 
apparently does not exist of the persons who have been elected 
by the members, Ttue leadership apparently is in the hands of a 
perman ent staff headed by General ZAKO, NADAS, KORPONAY, and 
KAPITANYFY are very active politically and ZAKO does not only 
have military discussions in various European countries, but also 
contacts the MoH,B.K, with State political affairs, ihe American 
authorities must be oftreful about the M,H,B,K, , though most of 
the MoH.BoK, are not involved in any politics and are even cleared 
concerning their political background. Nevertheless, the M,H,B,K, 
endangers the reputation of the Hiingariahs on account of its 
"Pfeilkreualer leaders". 



It is almost a year since the procedure against Tiber ECKHARDT 
has been instigated. In the meantime ECKHARDT had the opportune 
Ity to stop the procedure against him either because he is the 
President of the military department within the National Council 
or if he would have left the organization. He had sufficient 
time 'and opportunity to inform himself about the M,H,B,K, , therec^ 
f ore , Ignorance is no excuse. After one year, during which 
ECEHARDT obtained several bits of information from various sources 
about the M^H,B,K, he cannot be exonerated. However, if ECKHARDT 
actually had adopted some measures to purge the organization (1], 
personally, am not informed about any), then I believe that he. 
was the losing person, I herewith cite the words of the Minister 
Sndre ZSILINSZKY? ’“We must fight and sacrifice for the establish*' 
went of a democratic Hungary which may count on support from the 
West.) Bui those are wrong in their attitude vibo believe that the • 
tfSA intends to cure the Bolshevist cholera with Nasist plague and 
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vrho for tJiat reason approached tbe forider comradeso Only a 
deraooratic Hungary may expect the suppoi’t of America ahid the 
We$tp We may not lose the future of our nation by gambling with 
politic. adventurersq ” 

I had the fullest confidence iu 'libpr IKKHAR^ during the past 
15 years, but only during the pad t 15 year&c. This confidence has 
vanished because of recent e'^nt^b Since he Is a present member 
of the I cannot see the donfidence in him that I have 

known for the past 15 years. On the contrary we must fear that 
they are the same persons whom we learned to know in 1919 and 1920b 
The spirit of special units wbuid create such a situation in Hungary 
that I would be unable to feel secure anymore there for the sinple 
reason that I am of Jewidh origin, 

I request the Executive Committee to accept my below mentioned 
proposition, and present it to the National Council, My propose 
ition is as follows s 

lb The decision of the board handling imeompatibilities 
concerning the case of libor ECKHARDT shall be duly executed. 

So Tlbor ECKHARDT is to be removed from his position as 
President of the War Department and is to be replaced by a 
person who shows an unobjectionable behavior regarding military 
questions, 

3, Bie Executive Committee is to supervise the military 
organization as per the statutes of the National Councilq 

4b The Executive Committee shall establish a jury which will 
complete the military cheeks before 1 July 1952 and report the 
results to the National Council, 

5c The Jury shall forward to all members of the National 
Council the lists containing nhmes, ranks, uxiits, birth dates and 
former addresses in Hungary in order to give the National CoUncii 
members the opportunity to submit eventual remarks within a certain 
period of time,, 
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6c 'Ihe Executive . Committee denies a3,l expressions which 
glorify Nazism or even re-establish Nazism, 'Ilie Executive Comuxittee 
shall violently attack all those attempts and warn all Hungarians 
in ©migration to keep av;ay from those attempts and not to participate 
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in thoao actions and moyements because they not only harm the 
human morale but will create a new catastrophe within our native 
country o 

In conclusion I emphasize again that I must bring such important 
human and national questions to the knowledge of the jEAiblio 
and therefore* I am adressing the Exeotutiye Committeso As a 
member of the National Council it is my right and duty to reveal 
my opinion to others* inasmuch as those people of different opifidon 
have brought the question to the attention of the entire public 
■without regarding any higher interestSo I would be happy if my 
memorandum would be helpful in establishing a political uni'ty among 
the Hungarians in emigration* since I wrote the memorandum being 
fully conscious about my duties to the native countryo Political 
unity is pre-condition for a happy future for our native countr^f^
